Dr. L. B. Doxey when she was tried 
here in June, 1910, for, the murder 
of William J. Erder, is now Mrs. Fred 
Whitney, and lives with her latest 
husband in Orfino, Idaho, to which 
she went after the drowning of Dr. 
Doxey in the Tennessee River last 
summer. : 

The bigamy charge was placed against 
her by the county authorities shortly 
after the murder charge, brought in the 
city, failed. Every time the county au- 
thorities have tried to bring her to trial 
it has been represented that she was 
desperately ill. This assertion was re- 
peated Monday by. State Senator A. E. 
I...Gardner, who represents Mrs. Doxey- 
Whitney.

Houston's order took effect last 
Tuesday. The company complains 
that it has many cartons and wrap- 
pines which would be rendered worth- 
‘ss by finmediate application of the 
new rule, also that the new rule 
revolutionizes the ‘sausage making 
industry, and ehould not be applied 
so- hastily. Secretary Houston, in issu- 
inuw the order, acted on reports which 
stated that so much Sausage con- 
tained 8 to 10 per cent of cereal 
products, and sometimes 30 or 40 per 
cent of water. The new order per- 
mits not more than $3 per cent of 
water, to facilitate chopping and mix. 
ing, and in icing.

Mayor-elect Kie!, on his train west of 
St. Louis this morning, told a Post-Dis- 
patch reporter of his plans for admin- 
istering the city gcvernment. He named 
as his first big tasks the completion of 
the free bridge and the building of a 
municipal loop for interurban lines. He 
said that, in administering police and ex- 
cise affairs under the new home rule 
laws, he would follow a policy of law 
enforcement, and would keep the depart- 
ments out of politics. 

“It is time for partisanship to get into 
the background,” eaid Kiel. “The vote 
of last Tuesday shows this. When the 
cluralities run as high as 7000 for individ- 
val candidates on each of the two lead- 
ing tickets, it is clear that the voters are 
thinking a lot more about men than they 
ere about parties. The newspapers and 
the Municipal Voters’ League had a 
great deal to do with the result. 

“The most important offices, from the 
Mayor’s standpoint, which will be filled 
by Democrats will be those of Comp- 
troller and President of the Council. I 
know Jim Player very well, and I have 
had business relations with Sam Laz- 
arus for years, and I believe they will 
both work with me for the good of the 
city. As for the Democratic majority 
in. the House, they were elected on a 
platform so much like mine that they 


are pledged tg¢the same thing. 
Will De@sne Thing at a Time. 
“T shal keep something before the 


Assembly, but not too much at once. 
Instead of throwing a big general pro- 
gram at them, I shall try to do one 
thing at a time. 

“The first big thing is the free bridge, 
and the first thing to be done is to get 
money voted for the bonds. We mustn't 
have th@ bonds beaten again. Before the

I hope the 
voard will make ia early start, will keep 
the public informed of its work as it 
goes along, and will make all the use 
possible of the work of the former 
board. Ninety-five per cent of the work 
of the former board was aii right, and 
could be followed by this board, but the 
plan of keeping the whole charter secret 
until the last moment, and then spring- 
ing a big*document on the people to di- 
gest in a few weeks, was all wrong. 

" “IT hope to see the election on a pew

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charter held within a year or s0—cer- 
tainly in the first Hatt of my adminis 
tration.”’ 

Kiel, who was accused during the cam- 
paign of using the Republican City 
Committee's influence to obstruct Mayor 
Kreismann, was asked by the interview- 
er what his relations with the committee 
would be, and whether he thought the 
committeemen would approve his idea 
of relegating partisanship to the back- 
ground. 

“I know the boys on the committee 
well,”’. he replied, “and I know them to 
be men who have often put the Party’s 
interests ahead of their own, and who 
in the same way will put the city’s in- 
terest ahead of party. .There needn't 
be any trouble about patronage, so far 
as I see. A good many of the party 
workers have city jobs now—some thirty 
in my ward, and. about the same in 
other wards.

To Maintain Police Standard. 

Kiel declared he would do his utmost 
to keep the police out of politics. “‘The 
force is in fine shape now,” he said,

tics.”’ 

On the grade crossing question Kiel 
expressed the belief that it would be 
necessary for the city to pay ednse- 
quential damages. The railroads, he 
said, have adopted the general plan of 
paying no consequential damages in 
grade crossing abolition anywhere, and 
would not make an exception in favor 
of St. Louis, as they would thus create 
a precedent they would have to follow 
elseWhere. 

Water rate reduction, he said, would 
help to get new industries, and he said 
he would advocate a system of discounts 
which would make successive reductions 
without requiring new legislation each 
time. His ultimate aim is free water. 

“What St. Lowis needs,” he said, “is a 
lot of new industries, and I shall get my 
administration busy for conditions which 
will attract new industries. If we can 
get even one-half the 20-cent coal arbi- 
trary knocked off, with the aid of the 
Interstate Commerce Commission or 
otherwise, that will be a big help.”

U. S. Supreme Court Decision 
Relieves Hundreds of Big 
Companies. 


WASHINGTON, April 7.—Hundreds of 
corporations will be relieved from pay- 
ing the Federal: corporation tax. A de- 
cision today of the Supreme Court te 
the effect that corporations, leaving all 
their property and having no income ex- 
cept what is yielded by the lease, are 
not ‘‘doing business,’’ and therefore are 
not subject to the tax. 

This phase of the Corporation Tax, 
arose in the case of the: Mine Hill and 
Schuylkill Haven Railroad Company, 
once operating a railroad in Pennsyl- 
vania, now leased to the Reading. 

About 300 claims involving $700,000 paid 
into the treasury under the corporation 
tax act, turned on the decision in the 
case. Besides the many railroads leas- 
ing their property in a similar way, 
nearly 100 telegraph companies are said 
to have leased property to one operating 
company. 

Justice Day announced a dissenting 
opinion in which Justice Hughes and 
Lamar concurred, holding the company 
was “doing business.”’

Harvey saié 
Comptroller Taussig and Treasurer 
Quick have told him that under the 
city charter, according to a ruling made 
by former City Counselor Walther, they 
are not authorized to pay out money 
from the contingent fund until bills 
showing how it has been expended are 
submitted. 

“I think that in a city of the size of 
St. Louis,” said Harvey, “such a situa- 
tion is absurd. Some time ago we had 
a man named Boyle Glynn, charged with 
forgery. It was necessary to have 45 
witness a bank official in a Tennessee 
town. I had to send him money for his 
expenses on the trip out of my own 
pocket, then wait till I presented the bill 
for reimbursement.”’ 

Last Wednesday, the Circuit Attorney 
said, $10 was required to get a witness 
here. Harvey said he declined to use 
his own money.

John Novack, known as “the pajama 
burglar,” is in Belgium and the Circuit 
Attorney wants to get him back Mere 
for trial. . Harvey says it would cost 
$200 te bring the accused man to St.

Harvey took up the matter with the 
Comptroller and the Treasurer, and it 
was decided that the incoming admin- 
istration should receive the problem as 
ea legacy of the present administration.

The bill also would provide higher 
rates of taxation for persons with larger 
incomes, adding a surtax of one per cent 
additional on earnings in excess of §20,- 
000; two per cent additional on earnings 
in excess of $50,000 and three per cent 
additional on earnings in excess of 
$100,000.

Living Abroad No Exemption. 
The bill also includes under its pro- 
visions the property and earnings in 
this country of persons who live 
abroed. 

It is estimated by members of the 
Ways and Means Committee that ap- 
proxfmately $100,000,000 in revenue may 
be derived from this new tax, including 
the corporation tax, that amount mak- 
ing up for the deficit in revenues to be 
derived from imports by virtue of the 
greatly reduced tariff rates and _ the 
transfer to the free list of articles that 
are classed as necessaries of living.

control or disposal of salaries, wages, 
interest and other profits and income 
of another person to withhold and pay 
to the Collector of Internal Revenue the 
amount of.income tax due from such 
person.

The bill provides that all taxable per- 
sons shall be notified of the amount for 
which they are llable under the law on 
or before the first day of June each 
year and assessments be paid on or be- 
fore June 30. For delay in making pay- 
ments, and 10 days after notice, there 
shall be added the sum of 5 per cent on 
the amount of tax unpaid and interest 
at the rate of 1 per cent a month from 
the time the tax fell due, 
The corporation tax provision, it is di- 
rected, shall be computed upon income 
for the year ending Dec. 31, 1913, and 
for each calendar year thereafter. It is 
provided, however, that corporations 
may designate the last day of any month 
as the day of the closing of the fiscal 
year and may have the tax computed on 
the basis of net income ending on its 
designated day. All labor, agricultural, 
horticultural, fraternal, religieus and 
mutual benefit societies are made exempt 
from this proposed tax.

CAIRO, Ill, April 7.—Our rivers are 
Wavering today, rises and falls of one- 
tenth of a foot being recorded on both 
the Ohio and Mississippi at points with- 
in 100 miles of Cairo. 

Our guage has stood at 54.7 now for 
virtually three days and within 24 hours 
we expect to see the beginning of the 
fall. We shall be relieved, but we be- 
lieve that if a rise should come, we 
could stand two feet more. 

We are in control, with a_ perfect 
organization, and are confident we will 
come through in good shape. Our con- 
cern has shifted from the Ohio to the 
Mississippi, which is showing a dis- 
position to make trouble.

WIND IS CAIRO’S 
CHIEF DANGER 


By Associateg Press. 

CAIRO, Ill., April 7.—There was vir- 
tually no change in the stage of the 
river today from that of last night, 
the gauge registering 54.7 feet. The 
greatest danger here now is from a 
possible slide in the levee, which might 
bé brought about by a high wind. 

The flood this year may change the 
channel of the Mississippi River. The 
flood waters now pour into Missouri at 
Tompson’s Bend, several miles above 
Cairo, run through the Drinkwater ter- 
ritory, pass east of Charleston, Mo., 
and strike the Mississippi again just 
above New Madrid, Mo. For years 
Government engineers have indicated 
the possibility of such a change in the 
channel. 

The levees at Mound City, Ill, are 
reported safe today. A big shipment of 
émpty sand sacks will arrive at Mounds 
today for Cairo and Mound City. 

Col. S. O. Tripp, Assistant Quarter- 
master-General, and Lieut. S. B. Ruck- 
ner, will send out several relief boats 
to bring in refugees who are reported 
in distress in the districts around Cairo. 

Expect 55 Feet of Water. 

The weather forecaster here predicts 
that the river will mark a little more 
than 55 feet before the crest is reached 
and that the Mississippi River will help 


' to hold the river at Cairo above the

MEMPHIS, Tenn., April 7.—With the 
Mississippi River swelling toward what 
will probably be the highest stage in 
its history, the only report from the 
levee workers that might be regarded ag 
unfavorable came from Biggs, Ark., 
south of this city, where a ‘‘boil’’ de- 

veloped. 

United States Engineer Hinton, direct- 
ing the fight along Reelfoot levee below 
Hickman, Ky., reported that the em- 
bankment was withstanding the strain 
well. Similar reports came from Car- 
ruthersville, Mo. 

The gauge at Memphis showed a stage 
of 4.3 feet, within one foot of the rec- 
ord stage of last year, when several 
levees gave way. The crest of the flood 
is not expected for at least five days. 


Railways’ Flood Loss in Ohio Is Put 
at $20,000,000. 

CLEVELAND, O., April 7.—On his ar- 
rival here after an inspection tour of 
the flood districts of Ohio, President 
Daniel Willard of the Baltimore & Ohio 
Railroad estimated the loss by flood té 
his road at approximately $3,000,000. The 
loss to all railroads in the State will 
reach $20,000,000, he said. 


Two Coal Mines in 
Illinois. 

ELDORADO, Ill., April 7.—The West- 
side Coal mine at Equality, eight miles 
south of here, was wrecked when high 
water got into the shaft and an ex- 
plosion of air and gas followed. The 
Eastside mine was flooded and it is 
considered doubtful if either mine ever 
is worked again.

Lazarus in Charge of City in 
Kreismann’s Absence, Stays 
in Own Office. 


A Democratic Mayor ruled in St. Louis 
Monday—by telephone.

Kiel Plurality 2300.

The vote was: Kiel, 57,119, and Simon, 
54,819. 

The official result in the contest be- 
tween E. R. Kinsey and Ben C. Adkins 
for President of the Board of Public Im- 
provements was not announced. The 
Election Commissioners stated unoffi- 
clally that Kinsey was elected by a plu- 
rality of 92 votes.

WOMAN RESISTS

Letter Writing Fees.

The production now seen in St. Louis 
is rather commonplace in quality. The 
piece enjoyed a long run in New York, 
where its titie role was played and 
sung by dainty Ina Claire and its lead 
ing masculine part by Clifton Crawford, 
these stars being supplanted in the 
present instance by NataHe Alt and Vic- 
tor Morley, the latter of whom alone is 
featured on the program. 


While both Mr. Morley and Miss Alt 
are fairly clever entertainers, they do 
rot quite succeed in giving their per- 
formance the unusual touch of dainti- 
ness.and demure fun which marked the 
work of Miss Claire and Mr. Crawford, 
and the inherent appeal of the play’s 
story and music is diminished in their 
case, precisely to this extent. Unfortu- 
nately, also, for St. Louis playgoers, the 
company in support is mediocre with but 
a few exceptions.

Victor Morley dances nimbly and is 
reasonably diverting in his comedy 
methods. Miss Alt‘ is a pretty and 
graceful girl, especially clever as a 
dancer, and with a pure and sweet

As Prudence, “the Quaker girl,” she 
carries the main thread of the story 
throughout the evening, the plot's in- 
terest being centered upon her adven- 
tures when, fleeing from the monotony 
of Quaker existence in an English vil- 
lage, she makes her way to Paris and 
there brings to its happy ending her 
romance with Tony Chute, naval at- 
tache of the American Embassy, *the 
role of Victor Morley’s portrayal. 


The most sincerely humorous charac- 
terization of the entire performance is 
that of Andree Corday as Mme. Blum. 
a fashionable Parisian modiste, in whose 
establishment Prudence obtains employ- 
ment as a model. This is a truly clever 
bit of work, rich in Gallic fun and well 
sustained throughout. The Princess 
Mathilde, an exiled Bonapartist, of Elda 
Furry’s playing, is neatly presented. 
The two low-comedy roles of Phoebe, 
maid to the Princess, and Jeremiah, a 
Quaker on his mother’s side, but some- 
thing of a wild scamp on his father’s, 
are divertingly drawn by Amy Lesser 
and William Friend, largely in team 
work. 

Others prominent in the cast. are 
Murray Stephen as Captain Charteris, a 
king’s messenger, in love with the 
Princess Mathilde; Carol Parson as 
Diane,, @ Parisian actress; William 
Blaisdell as M. Larose, the Paris chief 
of police, and Phil J. Moore as Prince 
Carlo, affianced to Mathilde, but later 
in love with Prudence. Mr. Moore sang 
the biggest song-number of the score, 
“Come to the Ball,”” with admirable ef- 
fectiveness, but seemed curiously nerv- 
ous and apprehensive in playing his 
part.

Special Bag for Money Taken in nat

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EXTENSION OF MANUAL TRAINING. 
Aceording to the annual report of the Board 
ot Education just issued, manual training in the 
grade schools is slowly being extended. There 
are now 12 of these schools listed as teaching 
manual training and domestic science, out.of a 
tctal of 96 grade schools, including colored. The 
enrollment and attendance at the classes for 
manual training and domestic science in these 
schools appears to be quite satisfactory, while, in 
the High Schools, pupils are said to be waiting 
for an opportunity to attend overcrowded classes. 

The report shows that $102.02 is paid annually 
for the year’s instruction of each pupil in the 
high schools, while only $31.10 is paid for a 
year’s instruction® for each pupil in the grade 
or elementary schools. In a recent Sunday’s Post- 
Dispatch, Mrs. Kate Richards O’Hara advocated 
manual training in all the schools, attributing 
much of the restlessness and inattention of pupils 
to the fact that there was too much brain work 
and not enough for the hands. Would it not be

AN ANTI-MONOPOLY TARIFF. 

The work of tariff reduction to which the 
Democratic party is pledged has been cut out 
for the Congress which. meets in extra session 
today. 
The cutting has been well done. The bill which 
will be presented by the House Ways and Means 
Committee embodies a thorough tariff revision 
in the interest of the people, not of the tax bene- 
ficiaries. It lifts the burden of taxation from the 
necessaries of life—the articles that the people 
must buy—and puts them on luxuries—the arti- 
cles that the people do not have to buy. The free 
list embraces substantially all the products that 
enter into the ~ost of liying of the great mass of 
consumers. The trust-creating taxes are struck 
out of the schedules. 
The object of the bill is not ‘to injure indus- 
try, but to destroy monopoly. Concern for legiti- 
mate business is shown in the final decision of 
the President and his party leaders with regard 
to the sugar tariff. In -esponse to the protests 


were immediately placed: upon the free list, a clid- 
ing scale of taxation was agreed upon. The tax 
is reduced 25 per cent at once and a 25-per-cent 
reduction each year until the tax vanishes is 
provided in the bill. In 1916 sugar will be free. 

There is plenty of protection in the measure for 
every industry that needs protection. The aim in 
tariff taxation is shifted from protection to reve- 
nue, but in devising revenue schedules shelters 
for American industry are retained. The punch 
in the bill is directed at privilege and extortion. 

The purpose embodied in this measure which 
the President and Congress are expected to 
achieve, is the overthrow of the monstrous sys- 
tem by which privileges have been granted, ex- 
tortion has been permitted and monopoly has 
been fostered in exchange for political support 
and huge slush funds with which to buy elec- 
tions. 

For the first time in this generation leaders of 
the party in power have earnestly and sincerely 
set to work to demolish the bulwarks of political 
corruption and tax oppression raised by privilege 
legislation. 

The new Wilson bill—the President assumes 
responsibility for it—is a good beginning of the 
anti-monopoly-making war. Having tried with 
little results to destroy laW-made trusts by legal 
prosecution, President Wilson and his associates 
are trying the more effective method of destroy- 
ing the taxes that fostered and sheltered the 
trusts. They are trying to blow up the legal for- 
tifications of; monopoly. 

In President Wilson’s work the people have a 
rare demonstration of the will to keep pledges. 
He went to his task as soon as his commission 
was given him at the polls. Not only did he call 
an extra session to fulfill the tariff pledge of the 
party, but he rallied the leaders to action. He 
had a clear idea of what he wanted tc do. He 
has been courteous, but firm. He has united fidel- 
ity to promises. 

The cofdial co-operation of party leaders in 
Congress with the President gives ground for 
hope that the bill will be passed substantially as 
it is submitted. The report that a majority of the 
Democrats in the Senate and House will support 
the bill strengthens the hope. But there will be 
bitter opposition. Privilege dies hard. Treason 
on the part of some Democrats is to be expected. 
The sappers and miners of monopoly will be 
busy. Every weak point in the line of battle will 
be assailed. 

The people can do much to aid the. Administra- 
tion. They can hold up the hands of the Presi- 
dent. They can bring to bear upon Congress the 
great power of public opinion. In this crisis of the 
campaign against the system of privilege, union 
and concentration on the part of all the forces of 
reform are invaluable—they mean victory. 
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The “Pikers’”’ are celebrating Mr. Kiel’s elec- 
tion as Mayor. What, does Pike County claim 
Mr. Kiel, too? 


COMMISSION PLAN FOR STATES. 

The progress of a decade in the general atti- 
tude toward public questions is indicated in the 
reception given to the plan of Gov. Hodges of 
Kansas to adapt to the purposes of State Govern- 
ment the essential features of the commission 
scheme of municipal government. 

He would have legislative duties discharged by 
a single body made up of one, or at the most, two 
persons from each congressional district, of which 
the Governor would be an ex-officio member. 
They would be elected for four or six years, would 
receive handsome salaries and would distribute 
among themselves the duties of the present State 
administrative offices. 

The governing of a state would thus be en- 
trusted to a small number of men who would 
specialize in the work, and make it their exclu- 
sive business. Legislation would not be a hasty, 
often frantic function confined to a few weeks 
every two years, and discharged largely by per- 
sens without experience. To promote the great- 
est good for the greatest number would partake 
less of a process of shifting responsibility by one 
group of officials onto another, or by one legisla- 
tive house onto the other, or by both Houses onto 
the Governor and the courts. The Legislature 
would practically be in continuous session to 
make changes in laws as needed. Cost of state 
government could be largely reduced, and when 
things went wrong the people would have no dif- 
ficulty in determining who was responsible for it. 
Thoughtful study is being devoted to this 
“Kansas plan” in all parts of the country. By 
many it is highly commended. Ten years ago it 
would have been looked on as a curious example 
of the impractical, and even fantastic extremes 
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ree ' 
would have meant increase in the facilities for 
machine-building, and in the danger of bossism-
